April (.--Announcement 
V»s m ule that Andrew Carnegie would 
add 1$r>.'mo,non to the funds of the 
Carnegie Foundation or whatever sum 
might be necessary to include as pen­ 
sion benefit'la ties eligible professors 
of state univer itfes.

was made for this 
class of educators in the original gift 
for the reason, stated by Mr. Carnegie 
at the time, that the donor thought it 
possible that such Institutions might 
preter that their relations should con­ 
tinue exclusively with Hie state from 
which 
their chief support

C grnegie W ill Provide for State Uni­ 
versity Professors. 
New York. April 4.—Announcem ent 
VAS made that Andrew Carnegie would 
add ■$>.OOO,OOO to the funds of the 
Carnegie Foundation or w hatever sum 
might be necessary to include as pen­ 
sion beneficiaries eligible professors 
of state universities. 
No provision 
was made for this 
class of educators in the original gift 
for the reason, slated by Mr. Carnegie 
at the time, that the donor thought it 
possible that such institutions might 
prefer that their relations should con­ 
tinue exclusively with the state from 
which 
their chief support was de­ 
rived. 
This view was not taken by 
the national association of state uni­ 
versities, which in the year following 
the establishm ent of the foundation 
petitioned the trustees for adm ittance 
to the benefits of the retiring allow­ 
ance system. 
It was then found that 
the earnings of the original fund of

SPECTACULAR FIRE. 


Causes Heavy Loss to 
Property at 
Peoria, MI. 
Peoria. 111., April 4.—Fire which 
started on the fourth floor of the ele­ 
vator of the Corning Distilling com­ 
pany’s plant and is still burning, did 
$230,000 damage to the building and 
contents, threatened 
all the other 
buildings and 3,000 cattle and proved 
one of the most spectacular blazes 
seen here in years. 
The mill elevator 
building is a six-story brick structure 
150 feet square, In which thousands 
of bushels of grain are stored and at 
the top of which Is the machinery for 
grinding the corn and other grains for 
the cookers. The blaze quickly spread 
to the other floors, and the “still” 
house of the distillery proper adjoin­ 
ing. 
In this building are huge beer 
stills and the heat caused an explo­ 
sion, which set the roof of the beer 
tower, JOO feet high, on fire. 
In the cattle pens not fifty feet away 
were 3,000 cattle, and the explosion, 
with its fiery rain of burning spirits, 
covered these sheds. 
The firemen by 
heroic work managed to save the 
sheds. 
The rectifying house also es 
caped the flames, as did the bonded 
warehouses In which 200,000 barrels 
of goods are stored. 
The origin of 
the fire is a mystery, as the mill was 
not In operation and watchmen made 
the rounds of the building shortly be­ 
fore the blaze started.
